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Henry Turner Eddy, who died on December 11, 1921, at his 
home in Minneapolis, Minn., due to an attack of pneumonia, 
was an active and enthusiastic member of Sigma Xi. He served 
four terms as a member of the Council under the terms of the old 
constitution, from 1904 to 1910 and from 1912 to 1914. He was 
vice-president from 1897 to 1899 and from 1901 to 1909. In 
1910 Dean Eddy was elected the seventh president. He retired in 
1912.
